1942 the age the patient, attorney, had 

ttack uveitis the left eye, with later involvement 
ihe right eye. The inflammation subsided spontaneously and 
felt well. was accepted for military service. While 

Navy 1945, x-ray study the chest suggested hilar 

iymphadenopathy and small lymph node found the neck 
was subjected biopsy. was not ill until the middle 
when noted unusual fatigability and some cough, 
which was intermittent, usually spasmodic and not severe. 
There was expectoration, bleeding chest pain. 
noticed little exertional dyspnea. Physical examination 
then was negative; the lungs were clear, the spleen could 
not palpated, and there was peripheral lymphadenop- 
The blood pressure was 120/80. The urine and blood 
were normal; serological tests for syphilis were negative. 
tuberculin skin test was negative. The vital capacity was 
3.2 liters, X-ray studies showed disappearance much 
the hilar density noted previously. There was “thickening 
the pulmonic markings both lung roots extending 
laterally and superiorly into both upper lobes.” The process 
was more extensive the left side between the clavicle 
and the fifth rib anteriorly. cavitation was identified. 

the early part 1947 the patient was still bothered 
fatigability and cough without sputum chest pain, and 
physical examination was again negative. The vital capacity 
was 2.5 liters and electrocardiogram showed right axis 
deviation. Later the year was noted that the breath 
sounds were exaggerated the left upper anterior and pos- 
terior portions the chest. There were some small, discrete, 
nontender nodes the lateral aspect the neck, particu- 
larly the right. For the first time slight cyanosis the 
fingernails was X-ray films made January, April, 
July and November, 1947, were quite similar, although there 
appeared some coalescence the densities and upward 
traction the left lung root since 1946. 

February, 1948, the patient had episode “flu” and 
noted easy fatigability for several months thereafter. The 
sedimentation rate was and the hemoglobin grams per 
100 cc. blood. The vital capacity was 2.2 liters and the 
electrocardiogram again showed right axis deviation. June 
dyspnea was noted moderate, and some enlarged axillary 
lymph nodes were felt, The patient appeared extremely 
July intravenous nitrogen mustard dose 
mg. resulted equivocal benefit. October the vital 
capacity was 2.3 liters. The physical examination was 
before. Kviem antigen injected intradermally produced 

The patient spent the winter 1948-49 Death Valley 
and felt much improved. May 1949 the circulation time 
(arm-ear) was 7.2 seconds and the oxygen saturation 
arterial blood was per cent. Late 1949 there was 
period anorexia, intestinal gas and loose stools. X-ray 
study the tract was negative. The vital capacity 
was 1.7 liters. Bronchial breath sounds were heard over 
the upper left chest posteriorly. The erythrocyte sedimen- 
tation rate was Further x-ray examination the 
chest showed increase the upper lung densities, with 
patchy areas bronchiectasis and emphysema. addition 


there was “diffuse nodulation” throughout the remainder 
the lung fields. 


May, 1950, the patient was fairly well but thin 
spite efforts increase his weight. September was 
again bothered weakness and dyspnea. There was per- 
sistent heart rate 102, and gallop rhythm was heard 
the apex. Axillary nodes could not felt. 


Because nasopharyngeal congestion night Pyriben- 
zamine,® mg., was prescribed September. Shortly 
after taking this the patient felt extremely weak and 
vomited. Dyspnea increased and was admitted the 
hospital, where the chest was found full inspiratory 
and expiratory The vital capacity was 1.7 liters. 
Electrocardiogram still showed right axis deviation. The 
blood count was within normal limits; the urine contained 
plus” protein. developed cyanosis and deteriorated 
progressively spite helium and oxygen inhalation, ether 
and oil rectum, Demerol,® theophylline. became 
stuporous and died the fourth hospital day. 


CASE NO. 


Epmonpson, M.D., Los Angeles, Pathologist 
3:00 p.m. 


History: This was the first hospital admission for this 68- 
year-old white, single male who entered October 26, 1955, 
with the chief complaint burning epigastric pain and 
gradually increasing weakness for the past one and one-half 
The pain seemed bother him most between meals 
and night. was not related eating any certain foods 
and special medication relieved it. Recently the pain had 
become more severe and was accompanied vomiting 
dark liquid. The patient also noted change his bowel 
habits. now had only small amounts liquid stools, 
sometimes dark color, but had never noted red blood. 
had lost pounds with his present illness. 


Past History: The patient had worked for over years 
the coal mines but was present unemployed. had 
history chronic alcoholism with intake least one 
pint whiskey daily until one year ago. gave history 
jaundice. had had St. Vitus’ dance for six years 
had injured his hands while coal miner, and had 
resultant bilateral Dupuytren’s contractures. The review 
systems disclosed that had been very hard hearing for 
quite while and required hearing For several years 
had had urinary frequency and nocturia times per 
night, voiding but small amounts time. 

Physical Examination: Weight 124, temperature 98, pulse 
and blood pressure 112/20. Patient was well 
developed, elderly, very thin, white male, who appeared 
chronically ill. showed signs recent weight loss. 
was very hard hearing and wore hearing aid which 
improved his hearing appreciably. had memory loss for 
both recent and remote events. Pertinent physical findings 
were follows: the eyes, scars previous pterygiums 
were seen bilaterally. The left ear drum was white and 
scarred. The mucous membranes the nose and mouth 
were markedly pale. The chest had increased diameter, 
was symmetrical, and both diaphragms moved freely. The 
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lungs were hyperresonant, but otherwise clear. The heart 
did not appear enlarged. The rhythm was regular, the patient 
had Grade III apical systolic murmur and diastolic 
murmur heard the apex. The liver was palpated finger- 
breadths below the costal margin and the spleen was felt 
fingerbreadths below the costal margin. The kidneys were not 
palpated, but the patient had bilateral costovertebral angle 
tenderness. There were abdominal masses palpable. The 
prostate was enlarged, nodular, and firm, The peripheral 
pulses were strong. Arterial pulsation was visible the 
nail beds. There were bilateral Dupuytren’s contractures. 
There were several spider nevi the shoulders. There was 
gynecomastia. The skin was very loose and wrinkled 
from recent weight loss and was very dry and scaly with 
hair loss. Neurologic examination was negative. 


Laboratory: Serology negative. WBC 6,000 with normal 
differential pattern. Hemoglobin 6.2 grams, hematocrit 
per cent, RBC 2.47 million. There was marked hypochromia 
the red cells; mean corpuscular volume cu. microns, 
mean corpuscular hemoglobin micrograms, mean corpus- 
cular hemoglobin concentration per cent. Urinalysis 
showed albuminuria and many RBC’s and few WBC’s 
and 1/20 granular casts microscopically. Phenolsulfonphtha- 
lein test: dye excretion minutes, Van den Bergh 
was not elevated. Cephalin flocculation hours, 
thymol turbidity 11.0 units. Bromosulphalein test 8.5 per 
cent dye retention minutes. Urine culture revealed 
hemolytic and nonhemolytic Staphylococcus aureus. Anterior 
projection chest October 26, 1955 was read essen- 
tially negative. Blood chemistries October 27: Blood urea 
nitrogen 113, glucose 130 mg. per cent, 
chlorides 106 mEq/L. Acid phosphatase 0.2 B.u. Alkaline 

phosphatase 8.7 B.u. Total protein 6.3 grams with albumin 
2.9 and globulin 3.4. Serum iron micrograms per cent 
and iron binding capacity 200 micrograms per cent. Sodium 
130 mEq/L and potassium 5.3 mEq/L. Electrocardiogram 
October was suggestive left ventricular hyper- 
trophy, but not diagnostic. Stool and vomitus were negative 
for occult blood one occasion. 


Hospital Course: The patient was obviously very ill 
admission. was unable eat and frequently vomited 
dark fluid. Stools were liquid and contained mucus. was 
afebrile the first three days but the fourth and fifth days 
the temperature reached 101°F. The fever then subsided 
but the eleventh day had shaking chill with tem- 
perature rising 101°F. catheterization 1150 cc. 
urine was obtained from which heavy growth pseudo- 
monas aeruginosa was cultured. Gantrisin® was administered 
and the temperature returned normal but rose again 
102°F. the last two days. 


Because the gastrointestinal symptoms was placed 
ulcer regimen with frequent small feedings, antacids, 
and antispasmodics, was given blood transfusions with 
resulting rise his hemoglobin 10.8 gm. Subsequently 
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however fell steadily back 8.7 gm., and another trans- 
fusion was given. 

Gastrointestinal x-ray showed filling defects the lower 
esophagus interpreted possible esophageal varices. The 
stomach was dilated. The duodenal bulb was never wel! 
rounded out and was considered deformed. There was some 
retention barium the stomach after five hours although 
the major portion was distributed throughout the smal! 
bowel. The barium enema disclosed gross abnormalities 
the colon. 

Sigmoidoscopy was attempted November but wa: 
unsuccessful due inadequate preparation. November 
10, his blood urea nitrogen had risen 168 mg. per cent. 
was mEq/L. The patient’s condition was deteri. 
orating. Intravenous fluids and vitamins were begun 
November because his poor oral intake. His urine 
morning began appear blood-tinged and had beer 
vomiting very dark greenish-black material. 
appeared obstructed, Levin tube was passed. From 
the visiting relative, the history was obtained the patient’: 
acute and chronic alcoholism least the past years 
The patient was seen the surgeons, but they did noi 
feel that surgical intervention would help the patient. Early 
the morning November 13, the patient developed 
Cheyne-Stokes respirations with moist rales throughout both 
lungs. His veins were distended. Because appeared 
congestive heart failure, was given intravenous 
aminophylline, caffeine, and 
Tourniquets were placed the extremities. The patient’s 
4:15 a.m. patient had grand mal seizure which 
lasted about three minutes. His blood pressure remained 
120/60, pulse 90, regular and strong and respirations 
and deep. His lungs were much improved over the initia! 
examination. 5:00 a.m. and 5:05 a.m. the patient had 
second and third grand mal seizure. Following the third 
episode, turned his head the right. This was the only 
localizing sign any the seizures. The last seizure lasted 
minutes and was interrupted intravenous Amytal,® 
grams 7.5. 5:30 a.m. his blood pressure was 55/30, the 
radial pulse was weak although the apical pulse was 80, 
regular and strong. Respirations were still per minute 
and deep. The patient had been given two units blood 
which had been begun the preceding afternoon and had 
run during the night. His hemoglobin went maximum 
10.8 grams the morning November 13. 
his prothrombin time dropped per cent. Bright red 
blood had been noted trickling from his mouth, and the 
Wangensteen suction was draining dark brown liquid. 
6:00 November 13, the patient’s Cheyne-Stokes 
respiration began again; his blood pressure remained about 
55/30. Through the day, his condition continued downhill. 
7:30 p.m. that night, the patient had become comatose, 
and ceased breathing 10:20 p.m. was pronounced 
dead 10:30 p.m., November 13.

REPORT THE EXECUTIVE SECRETARY 


the President and the House Delegates: 


Your Executive Secretary presents herewith his report 
activities and conditions during the past year. former 
years, this report broken down into the several elements 
which comprise his sphere activities. 

Administrative. The administrative office has been en- 
larged during the past year. Space became available through 
the retirement dentist whose offices adjoined those 
the Association and the building management made this 


space available the Association. Within the next few 
months expected that additional space will also become 
available; this occurs, will possible move addi- 
tional Association activities into the central office. 


The office force now consists five men and eleven 
employees. This represents increase two women 
ployees over last year, the additions coming the book- 
keeping-membership department and one additional em- 
ployee for filing and switchboard relief purposes. These in- 
creases were forecast year ago and are line with the con- 
tinuous growth the Association. 


the Los Angeles office the Association still maintain 
Mr. Clancy, director public relations, and secretary. 
addition, new employee the Committee Postgrad- 
uate Activities, Mrs. Margaret has been provided 
for the Los Angeles office and carries her activities 
from that base. 


The Association still has two employees the Committee 
Postgraduate Activities and two the Cancer Commis- 
sion located outside the C.M.A. office, although the Cancer 
Commission employees are prepared move into the centra! 
office soon suitable space becomes available. 


Physically, the office good condition. Equipment has 
been maintained the usual policy replacement worn 
equipment and adequate furniture and office fixtures are 
use. must remembered that such items constantly re- 
quire replacement and additions, especially view the 
ever-growing membership the Association. Unlike many 
business offices, where records may discarded after cal- 
culated period years, the C.M.A. office must retain many 
records for long period years after normal period 
expected usefulness. Membership records may not re- 
moved and personal files all physicians must kept for 
indefinite period time. Such demands require the addi- 
tion storage and filing equipment the Association con- 
tinues grow. 


All books account and membership records are subject 
annual review John Forbes Co., the certified pub- 
lic accountants retained for such audits. The financial find- 
ings the auditors are found the report the 
Treasurer, printed elsewhere this issue. 


Membership. Both total and active membership showed 
gains for 1955. the year-end, the total membership reg- 
istered 14,158, including 451 Associate members. This com- 
pares with total 13,185, including 388 Associate mem- 
bers, year earlier. terms percentage gains, the total 
membership went 7.4 per cent and the active membership 
7.1 per cent during 1955. the course the last calendar 
year, the Association granted Retired Membership phy- 
sicians and suffered loss through the death 101 members. 
Those who failed pay their current dues who moved 
other jurisdictions totaled 149, roughly per cent the 
total membership. 


the basis the year-end membership, the Association 
will entitled one additional Delegate and Alternate 
the American Medical Association for 1956. The House 
Delegates will have this election before it.

Financial. Financially, the Association closed its 1954- 
1955 fiscal year June 30, 1955, with net charge 
surplus $133,245. this amount, $50,000 represented 
reserve account set against new loan blood bank 
the California system. Actual expenditures for the year 
amounted $89,860 more than income for the same period, 
expenditure total which had been forecast the adoption 
the year’s operating budget. 


Breaking down the Association’s income for the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1955, seen that membership dues 
increased $473,964 for the year from $444,410 the pre- 
ceding fiscal year, gain 6.6 per cent. Postgraduate 
committee income decreased 10.9 per cent, from $10,775 
$9,720. Income from interest went down from $4,523 
$1,450, due mainly the fact that smaller funds were 
available for investment during the year. Miscellaneous 
income declined from $3,011 $2,740, about per cent 
loss. Advertising revenues CALIFORNIA MEDICINE increased 
8.3 per cent, from $130,649 $141,552. 


expenditures, the auditor normally breaks down his 
figures into the categories administrative expense, scien- 
tific, educational and public relations, and the journal. 
this basis, administrative costs rose 32.2 per cent, from 
$182,418 $241,235. Scientific, educational and public rela- 
tions expenses went per cent, from $278,745 
$387,839, and journal costs increased 6.4 per cent, from 
$152,710 $162,417. 

analysis these increases shows that administrative 
costs, increasing $58,817 for the year, included cost gains 
$50,094 for “organization expense,” item including the 
retention outside counsel physician-patient relationships 
and small amount legal expense involved recent 
litigation. 


This item also includes increase $14,221 the 
expenses representation the A.M.A. House Dele- 
gates; this rise cost came from the distance which 
Delegates had travel attend the A.M.A. sessions. 

The increase $109,094 expenses for scientific, educa- 
tional and public relations expenses mainly attributable 
the contribution $100,000 granted the American Medi- 
cal Education Foundation. 

The slight increase expenses MEDICINE 
was caused the increased circulation the journal, based 
upon increased membership the Association. 

Complete figures all income and expense items will 
found under the Report the Treasurer, elsewhere 
this issue. 

worthy note that since the rendition the audi- 
tor’s report, additional repayment $2,500 has been 
received from New Mexico Physicians’ Service, statewide 
medical care prepayment plan which the Association 
advanced $18,000 some years ago. N.M.P.S. has been repay- 
ing this loan the best its ability and has now 
reduced the outstanding indebtedness $5,000. the 
basis current payments would appear that this loan 
will completely repaid within few years. 


California Medicine. The journal continued maintain 
its place one the outstanding state medical journals 
the country. Under the guidance its editor and editorial 
staff, its usefulness members has been constantly aug- 

Your executive secretary serves business manager 
the journal and submits herewith the highlights the 
financial picture during the fiscal 
year under review. Briefly stated, the journal showed, 
the 1954-1955 fiscal period, gains 8.2 per cent income 
and 6.4 per cent expenses. The net result was 
increase net income 22.5 per cent, from $19,421 
$23,745. 

the income side, the journal showed increases 8.3 
per cent advertising income, 8.8 per cent members’ 
dues allocations and 8.2 total income. Total costs 
publication went 6.4 per cent for the same period, from 
$152,710 $162,416. 

The journal carried the Association’s books 
distinct enterprise, that complete picture its financial 
progress may noted. Any excesses income over expendi- 
tures are thrown directly into general funds and are available 
for the general purposes the Association. gratifying 
that able provide service for the 
membership and the same time pay its own way and pro- 
vide surplus funds for the Association. 

Commissions and Committees. Your executive secretary 
has maintained liaison with and assisted the work 
various commissions and committees during the past year. 
Without attempting into detail, mention should 
made services provided for the Committee Postgradu- 
ate Activities, Committee Blood Banks, Committee 
Legislation, Cancer Commission and Commission Medical 
Services, among others, Mr. Robert Thomas has devoted 
large part his time and efforts the Commission 
Medical Services and has also worked diligently with the 
programs set for Conferences Physicians and Schools. 
His efforts these departments deserve commendation. 


Public Relations. Your executive secretary confers 
all times with the two direct employees the Public 
Relations Departments, Messrs. Clancy and Glenn Gil- 
lette, and participates all deliberations this department. 
These two men are also congratulated their con- 
sistently good performance, often the face 
able odds, Their accomplishments the field public 
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relations have been described officials national organ- 
izations outstanding national examples how state 
program public relations should operated. 


Annual Session. 1956 the C.M.A. Annual Session 
will held, for the first time, the Ambassador Hotel, 
Los Angeles. believed that this arrangement will make 
possible the holding all meetings, including functions 
the Woman’s Auxiliary, under one roof and will offer signal 
advantages Association members. 


The Council has now determined that regular policy shall 
hold two successive annual sessions the Los Angeles 
area and the third meeting the San Francisco area. 
Suitable arrangements will made for the 1957 meeting 
Los Angeles and advance preparation has already been taken 
for the 1958 meeting San Francisco, 


The 1956 Annual Session has been arranged with due 
regard for the needs the scientific sections, the general 
meetings, the House Delegates, Council, Auxili- 
ary and all exhibitors, both scientific and technical. 
believed that this meeting offers every opportunity being 
valuable addition the record the past. Special tribute 
will paid the fact that 1956 the Centennial Year for 
the California Medical Association, which was founded 
1856. 

This report necessarily brief but intended 
cover the major activities the writer during the past 
year. impossible enter into the numerous details 
which enter into the daily activities organization the 
size and scope the C.M.A. the words the entire 
staff, “there’s never dull moment.”

During the past year have attended all meetings the 
House Delegates, the Council, and the Executive Com- 
mittee, well meetings various commissions, standing 
committees, and special committees the Association; and 
have also prepared and submitted opinions variety 
subjects, requested the Association its officers its 
component societies. 


With respect the most important field professional 
liability, have attended all meetings the Medical 
Review and Advisory Board, have rendered various opinions 
it, have appeared before number county medical 
societies, and have consulted with great number inter- 
ested related groups. The trend recent court decisions 
this field will the subject supplementary report 
delivered the House Delegates the annual session. 


regret report that Complete Service Bureau, San 
Diego, has again brought suit against the San Diego County 
Medical Society. This time the suit alleges that the Bureau 
has been damaged because claimed general animosity 
toward the Bureau the Society and its members, and 
that the Bureau has been further damaged that its 
ployed doctors (with exceptions) have been denied 
mission membership the Society. The case was 
menced last November, and this time its 
inary stages. Legal counsel for the Society have filed 
demurrer raising number legal objections the 
ciency the complaint, and addition have filed motio: 
strike certain portions the complaint. Both the demur 
rer and the motion were orally argued before the San 
Superior Court December, and the judge who heard the 
arguments has not yet reached decision. This, 
course, preliminary hearing, and regardless its out 
come trial the case whole will probably 
sary some time the future. Again, this matter will 
the subject supplemental report the House Dele- 
gates the annual session. 


the field legislation, interim committees the Senate 
and Assembly have been most active since the adjournment 
the Legislature June, and behalf the Association 
and its Legislative Committee have attended 
public hearings held interim committees, ranging from 
such subjects licensing naturopaths possible changes 
the laws governing health insurers. 

With respect naturopathy, three full-day public hear- 
ings have been held and have endeavored present 
the committee all the reasons, legal, educational and 
otherwise, why licensing naturopaths would not the 
public interest. large chiropractic group pressing hard 
for naturopath licensing. result, extensive research 
and preparation have been necessary. 

addition the writer this report, both Mr. George 
Smith and Mr. Alan Bonnington have been available 
the Association throughout the year, and have performed 
many tasks behalf the Association and its component 
societies.

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REPORT THE COUNCIL 


the President and the House Delegates: 


During the calendar year 1955 the Council held six meet- 
ings and reviewed and approved the actions taken the 
Executive Committee eight additional meetings. this 
writing another Council meeting scheduled for February 
and additional meetings the Council Executive Com- 
mittee may well held before the time the Annual Ses- 
sion. 

The Council must approve the actions the Executive 
Committee order make such actions official. The Execu- 
tive Committee, comprising five voting and two ex-officio 
members, has adopted policy monthly meetings where 
these are indicated; such meetings tend keep the Coun- 
cil’s transactions date and lessen the burden 
work Council meeting agendae. 


brief form, there appear below some the major items 
which have commanded the attention the Council during 
the past year. These are subject further elaboration before 
the reference committees the House Delegates, de- 
sired, the floor the House. They are given here 
summary for the consideration and information the mem- 
bers the House Delegates. 


C.P.S. Income Ceiling. The Council has been pleased 
note the number counties which have approved the 
$6,000 C.P.S. income ceiling, which the House Delegates 
approved last year local option basis. the close 
1955 there were county medical societies covering 
counties record having approved this income ceiling 
for groups written within their borders. Some the more 
populous counties have not embraced this income ceiling and 
hoped that they will give further study this proposal 
means creating statewide uniformity which will 
permit the enrollment statewide national employee 
groups. example such enrollment found the recent 
acceptance large group employees national cor- 
poration combined C.P.S.-Blue Cross program the 
northern counties the state. 


Poliomyelitis Statement. Following the close the 1955 
Annual Session the Council approved and authorized dis- 
tribution statement calling attention the unorthodox 
methods used announcing the availability the Salk 
antipoliomyelitis vaccine. This carefully prepared statement 
was widely quoted throughout the country and was com- 
mented upon representing the only sizable medical organi- 
zation the country which showed enough courage sug- 
gest that the time-tested methods scientific approach 
new drugs employed important development. The 
Association has been roundly complimented the attitude 
took that time. 


Physicians’ Benevolence Committee. The Council ap- 
proved the formation California nonprofit corporation 
take over the affairs the existing Physicians’ Benevolence 
Committee. This corporation expected qualify the 
next few months charitable organization which con- 
tributions may made tax-deductible basis. The func- 
tions the corporation will identical those the 
present committee but the change tax status, which not 
now available the Association, should encourage greater 
contributions this worthy cause. amendment the 
C.M.A. Constitution, approve this corporation, will be- 
fore the 1956 House Delegates and its passage urged. 

Student Meetings. The Council has been pleased ap- 
prove the holding two meetings year the medical 
students the Los Angeles and San Francisco areas. These 
meetings have proved quite popular with the students, have 


attracted large attendance and have resulted greatly 
improved means communication between the physicians 
today and those tomorrow. Such meetings provide op- 
portunity educate our future doctors matters busi- 
ness, organization, ethics, insurance and other items which 
our busy medical schools find impossible fit into their cur- 
rent curricula. intended continue these meetings. 


Medical Education. the 1955 Annual Session the 
Council proposed that membership dues for 1956 
creased from $40 $50 and that appropriation $130,- 
000 made the 1955-1956 budget for support the 
American Medical Education Foundation. The House Dele- 
gates approved this proposal, with the stipulation that per 
cent the appropriation the three California medical 
schools which are not primarily tax-supported and the other 
per cent similar schools throughout the country. Since 
this appropriation would not apply until 1956, the Council 
late 1955 voted appropriate $25,000 the A.M.E.F. for 
the year 1955. This gift was gratefully received portion 
the funds needed A.M.E.F. its continuing program 
keep our medical schools free governmental domination. 
All members are urged contribute this fund the best 
their ability. 


Professional Liability Insurance. The Council has ap- 
proved the program outlined and undertaken the Medical 
Review and Advisory Board the field professional lia- 
bility insurance. appears the Council that the educa- 
tional possibilities this field, based upon factual knowl- 
edge, offer the soundest possible approach this problem 
long standing. The board appears embarked 
sound, constructive program which should make its con- 
clusions extreme value the public and physicians alike. 
Much remains done this field and the Council in- 
tends continue its with this board, especially 
preparing the next budget. 


New Commissions and Committees. The Council, early 
1955 approved complete reorganization committees 
drawn Doctor Morrison, then President the 
Association. The House Delegates approved this new setup, 
under which the major functions the Association are placed 
under the direction six commissions. turn, the com- 
missions represent numerous subcommittees, to which are 
assigned specific tasks. practice, this new setup has func- 
tioned much more smoothly than the earlier system numer- 
ous standing and special committees. The time the Council 
has been conserved and direct voice provided for each 
committee the governing bodies the Association. 
noticeable the current reports these commissions, and 
their subcommittees, that the numerous functions com- 
mittees have been considerably streamlined. 


Blood Banking. During 1955 another blood bank the 
California statewide system was opened. The Central Cali- 
fornia Blood Bank, sponsored the Fresno County Medical 
Society, was organized nonprofit organization and the 
Council approved loans from the blood bank revolving loan 
fund for the start this organization. While there has been 
some local controversy over the start this operation 
competition with other blood banking services, the Council 
believes that has followed organizational lines comply- 
ing with the expressed wishes component county society 
and has followed the principles blood banking which have 
been supported the California blood banking system since 
was established. hoped that local differences may 
ironed out the near future and the status this blood 
bank clarified, both locally and statewide. 


Relative Value Fee Study. The Commission Medical 
Services has carried its studies relative value fee 
table and hopes have its work completed the time 
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the Annual Session. Such table, approved, would form 
base from which any fee schedule could drawn the 
simple expedient applying dollar value the units ex- 
pressed the study. believed that this fee table will 
great value the underwriting voluntary health insur- 
ance. 


10. Reporting House Delegates Transactions. The 
Council has considered the possible streamlining the re- 
porting transactions the House Delegates. the past 
complete, verbatim report all activities the House has 
been published Mepicine. While this gives 
every member complete story the workings the House, 
requires long time for securing the transcript, editing 
for clarity, setting type and printing. the positive actions 
the House Delegates would suffice for the members, 
would possible publish these actions within short 
time after each session. The full consideration this pro- 
posed method publishing requested from the member- 
ship the House, that the Council may govern its actions 
accordingly. 


Place Annual Sessions. The Council has determined 
that, due its proximity large portion the C.M.A. 
membership, Los Angeles should chosen the meeting 
place for Annual Sessions for two successive years and San 
Francisco for the third year. accordance with this de- 
cision, preliminary plans have already been made hold the 
1957 Annual Session Los Angeles and the 1958 meeting 
San Francisco. 


12. Medical Care Veterans. The Council has approved 
letter sent the President the Chief Medi- 
cal Officer the Veterans Administration, urging that the 
present system “home town” medical care for service- 
connected disabilities retained and augmented. The 
officer had suggested, California and seven other states 
which operate similar programs, that such programs dis- 
continued favor direct care facilities, presumably 
local clinics. The C.M.A. action line with similar replies 
the other affected states. 


13. Auto Crash Injury Study. The Council has approved 
study made several California counties the next 
two years the cause and physical injury results auto- 
mobile crashes. This study being carried nationwide 
branch the medical school Cornell University, con- 
junction with governmental departments and automobile 
manufacturers. Several safety features found new model 
cars have resulted from this study and hoped that addi- 
tional safety factors may result from the further study. The 
cooperation members the areas selected for this study 
earnestly solicited. 


14. Consolidation Association Offices. The Council has 
approved the securing additional office space for the head- 
quarters office and the occupancy such space functions 
the Association now located other quarters. The Cancer 
Commission has already indicated its desire quartered 
with the Association when the needed space available. The 
Committee Postgraduate Activities has located its new 
employee the Association’s Los Angeles office and 
hoped that eventually the entire C.M.A. operation may 
carried from one base. 


15. Appointment Councilor. The Council was saddened 
during the year the untimely death Henry Randel 
Fresno, Councilor from the Sixth District. order assure 
representation the Council for that District, the Chairman 
asked the Delegates from the District select their nominee, 
House Delegates. the basis this selection, Doctor 
Donald Harrington Stockton was appointed member 
the Council, serve until the 1956 Annual Session. the 


time that session, the House Delegates will consider the 
appointment Councilor from the Sixth District under the 
terms the By-Laws applicable such appointments. 
The Council may make additional report the floor 
the House Delegates should further items deemed 
sufficient importance bring the attention the members.

CANCER COMMISSION 


the President and the House Delegates: 


This report covers the activities the Cancer 
for the year 1955-56. The Commission pleased 
that progress has been made pursuing the objectives 
the previous year, developing certain new projects 
planning for the future. 

The Commission maintains continuing interest 
problem cancer quackery. One new alleged cancer remedy 
has come the attention the Commission and has been 
under investigation. This inquiry now nearing completion. 
The findings will submitted for 
publication the near future. 

The Commission continues receive many inquiries con- 
cerning various alleged cancer treatments. have main- 
tained extensive files the investigations made the 
Commission and other reliable bodies. The completeness 
our files enables provide accurate information 
promptly those seeking advice. 

the present time brochure listing the more common 
unconventional methods cancer therapy being prepared. 
This will include data and references concerning these 
methods and should available members the Califor- 
nia Medical Association soon. 

The Commission has received national recognition for its 
pioneer work the field investigation cancer quackery. 
The Committee Cancer Quackery the American Cancer 
Society has commended the California Medical Association 
for its effective efforts and has recommended that all state 
medical associations undertake similar programs through 
existing agencies create bodies similar the Cancer 
Commission this Association. 

Drs. Henry Garland, David Wood and John Cline 
are now members the American Cancer Society committee 
which studying the problem quackery the national 
level. Dr. Ian Macdonald also was member this com- 
mittee until recently, when assumed the chairmanship 
the national Service Committee the American Cancer 
Society. addition, Dr. Garland serves chairman the 
Committee Cancer Diagnosis and Therapy the National 
Research Council which also deals with matters relating 
quackery. This body has made recommendations similar 
that the American Cancer Society urging more vigorous 
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state associations activities designed 
cancer quackery. 

result these recommendations national bodies 
have received inquiries from other state associations 
esiring information about our organization and operational 
lan. The Commission has been pleased furnish such 

There evidence increasing interest the problem 
quackery the part the component county 
and the members the California Medical Asso- 
iation. The Commission wishes express its gratitude and 
ppreciation the editors county medical society bulletins 
have printed the articles prepared the Commission 
ave published material prepared locally secured from 
ther sources, The Commission convinced that the physi- 
can cope more effectively with cancer quackery his 
own community and can render greater assistance the 
tate level when well informed concerning it. 

The cancer quack exhibit, jointly sponsored the Com- 
mission, the California Division and the State Department 
Health, continues demand. has been shown 
number fairs and other public meetings widely 
distributed over the state. 

The Commission’s efforts this field will continue un- 
abated. feels strongly that the duty and responsibility 
the California Medical Association protect the public 
from the harmful and avaricious practices the cancer 
quack the greatest extent possible. 

one facet dealing with this problem the Commission 
has attempted disseminate information cancer 
chronic disease. Much can done for patients with certain 
advanced, recurrent and metastatic cancers. Consistent, in- 
terested care should rendered them. The Commission 
will attempt draw the attention the membership 
new and improved methods they become available. 

Other activities the Cancer Commission may sum- 
marized follows: 


During the year the Medical Director visited Con- 
sultative Tumor Boards throughout the state. result 
the reports given the Commission the Medical 
Director and other information available it, total 
Tumor Boards was granted full approval, provisional 
approval was granted nine, and four were not approved. 
Three new Tumor Boards have come the official attention 
the Commission during the year, and has heard 
least two others. 

The California Division, American Cancer Society, 
through its local branches, continues support approved 
Tumor Boards giving financial assistance for secretarial 
help, visual aid equipment and consumable supplies. This 
generous support important and several Boards would 
find difficult impossible operate without it. 

During the year the “Minimum Standards for Consultative 
Tumor Boards California” was revised and approved 
the Council. Wide distribution has been made all inter- 
ested parties, The revision has been well received spite 
the fact the standards were somewhat tightened. 

The Medical Director has appeared before several inter- 
ested medical groups discuss the formation new Tumor 


Boards. 


During the year cancer conferences were held 
conjunction with county medical societies, and approximately 
1,440 physicians attended. This represents per cent the 
licensed physicians the counties covered and would appear 
indicate desire the part physicians that the con- 
ferences continued. 

The cost these conferences was about $3,220, and was 
shared the Commission and the California Division. 


believe this represents sound expenditure funds for 
educational purposes. 

Plans are under way expand the program during the 
coming year. 

The Tissue Tumor Registry continues serve both 
pathologists and clinicians statewide basis. 

order strengthen the liaison between the Commission 
and the Registry, the Medical Director was appointed 
the Registry ex-officio member its Executive 
Committee. 

The Mid-Winter Tissue Slide Conference was held, 
conjunction with the California Society Pathologists, and 
the regional meeting the College American Pathologists 
Los Angeles December 1955. The moderator was 
Hugh Grady, M.D., the Armed Forces Institute Pathol- 
ogy. was reported one the most successful con- 
ferences yet, held. 

There are five monthly study groups the state who 
review the specimens submitted the Registry. Two addi- 
tional groups are being formed. Besides supplying these 
groups with the necessary material, the Registry prepares 
all the slides for the two Tissue Slide Conferences held each 
year. These require several thousand slides and preparing 
them task small magnitude. 

Dr. Weldon Bullock has taken over curator the 
Registry this year and has done most commendable job 
reorganization, which has resulted increased efficiency 
operation. 


The Annual Pre-Convention Conferences for Pathology 
and Radiology were successful and well attended. The office 
the Medical Director assisted arranging these two 
conferences. 


The “Monograph” series and “CA: Bulletin Can- 
cer Progress” are being distributed those physicians 
the state who have indicated desire receive them. The 
cost the project shared the Commission and the 
California Division. 


During the year great deal publicity the sero- 
flocculation test commonly known the “Penn” “Penn- 
Dowdy” test appeared the press. Because the news stories, 
written information that was supplied newspapers, 
were misleading and could misinterpreted both the 
public and the profession, the Commission felt compelled 
issue strong statement. 

The statement was simultaneously given every member 
and all newspapers and wire services California. 
number the county medical society bulletins also printed 
the statement either full abstract. 

essence the statement said that the test had not been 
proven cancer diagnostic test, that still was the 
research stage development and not suitable for general 
use. the present time appears lack specificity and 
yield positive results pregnancy, wide variety 
diseases and patients whom abnormality demon- 
strable. apparently not consistently positive malig- 
nancy. 

The Commission reiterates its strong disapproval the 
release premature and inaccurate statements relative 
the various aspects cancer. urges clinicians and 
tigators alike make certain that their releases are accurate, 
factual, well grounded and phrased that they cannot 
subject misinterpretation. 

The Commission wishes express its appreciation Dr. 
Dwight Wilbur, editor for his 
consistent cooperation and support the programs the 
Commission.

x-ray and x-ray therapy and assigned relative values 
each item and fourth schedule listing services 
bacteriology, pathology and allied services and assigned 
relative values each these services. 


have submitted this material the individual county 
medical societies and organized groups physicians 
throughout the state for their study and comment. 


summary, therefore, have drawn listing for all 
medical services encompassing the practice medicine 
exists today and have distributed this material certain 
physicians throughout the state for their study and com- 
ments. are awaiting the approval disapproval these 
various groups before will submit our final report.

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Committee Indigent Care 


the May meeting 1955, your Medical Services Com- 
reported its interest in, and consideration 
repaid insurance program for the medical care the 
indigent. reported further our request the 
that the Board Trustees urged study 
actuarial feasibility such program, under which the 
indigent would receive medical care locally from 
personal physician choice. 


can reported today that C.P.S. actuarial studies have 
learly demonstrated the feasibility such approach 
the indigent medical care problem. While the actuarial 
isks involved the indigent population differ radically from 
hose encountered the average commercial group—mainly 
the large concentration persons over age 65—the 
incidence and pattern illness and injury, within given 
can evaluated. 


The actuarial ground work nearly completed 
far over-all risk evaluation concerned, yet 
formal presentations specific prepaid insurance proposal 
have been made any county government. The work done 
thus far has been preliminary and exploratory. some 
counties, Marin, Butte, Humboldt for example, certain 
selected county officials have been invited the medical 
societies meet informally with representatives the 
county society and C.P.S. discuss the general subject 
prepaid insurance approach the medical care the 
indigent. Generally, the response the county government 
participants has been friendly, open minded, but cautious. 
one county the county officials felt that the insurance 
approach with fee-for-service based upon the C.P.S. Sched- 
ule and free choice physician, would greatly increase 
present costs and thus unfeasible far the county 
was 

general, the consensus opinion among the county 
who participated informal discussions the 
subject, was that the cost prepaid program for the 
indigent should closely comparable present expend- 
itures, 

The matter cost comparability presents problem. Cus- 
tomarily, county expenditures for indigent medical care are 
scattered among the various departmental budgets and are 
difficult assemble one total figure without detailed 
audit all “process paper.” Further, “special need” allow- 
ances made eligible recipients are frequently not vouch- 
ered indicate the specific purpose for which the allow- 
ances were granted, Some, and perhaps considerable num- 
ber “special need” allowances are expended for medical 
care, relayed goods services, but the absence 
voucher annotation, the amount expended can only 
estimated. Another cost factor not reflected county ex- 


penditures the gratuitous outpatient service rendered 


many physicians members the certified indigent group. 
These services, budgeted, are other services and goods 
provided the recipients, would amount considerable 
figure. For these reasons, has not been possible, thus far, 
develop county cost figures inclusive enough lend them- 
selves fairly comparison with those developed C.P.S. 
upon the basis actuarial evaluation specific indigent 
group. Accordingly, has seemed prudent seek the coop- 
eration interested counties and county medical societies 
developing valid cost figures and defer concrete pro- 
posals any county, pending further study present 
expenditures. 

recognized that such study should include the evalu- 
ation cost savings which might effected, not only 
the area county hospital operational costs, but the 


area future hospital construction costs, through the opera- 
tion complete prepaid outpatient program, including 
specialist, and diagnostic lab and radiological services. Cir- 
cumstances beyond our control sometimes result the 
hospitalization county patients for the treatment condi- 
tions which not, medically speaking, require hospital care. 
There are circumstances which prolong county hospital stay 
for diagnostic work-up and for postoperative care. The extent 
which these circumstances can abridged compre- 
hensive outpatient program can only estimated this 
time. However, the experimental outpatient program the 
Gridley area strongly suggests that substantial savings 
the counties can effected hospital operational and 
future construction costs through this approach.
